Jlrs. (icorge Hean, well known cur- 
rent events lecturer, gaie an illuiuin 
ating talk on the mar Hast situation 
before the Current Kvents section of 
the Community Club on Tuesday morn 
ing at the home of Mrs. .lacobs. Twen 
ty-seven members were present. 

True inn the Turkish situation before 
the World War, Mrs. Rean led lier 
audience through the long series of 
wars and (liplmuatie struggles for the 
possession of Constantinople from l-t-'io, 
when the Turks lirst captured that city, 
until the present time. During this 
long period, 51 rs. Hean explained, the 
situation was complicated by the in 
tense hatred between the .Moslems and 
the Christians. 

"The great Kuropean nations and 
particularly Great Hritain, had been 
able to dominate Turkey," Mrs. Sean 
said, "because it was a beaten Turkey 
with whom they were dealing. Now a 
completely victorious Turkey must be 
diplomatically persuaded rather than 
commanded. 

Before the war, Great Hritain main- 
tained friendly relations with Turkey 
because il was necessary for her to 
keep a free passage through the Suez 
Canal to her possessions in the Fast. 
Then upon Turkey's entrance into the 
■war as a German ally, Greece was 
backed by the Entente to keep the 
freedom of the Straits. At the Peace 
Conference in KU'.l there were so many 
weighty problems to be discussed that 
the Turkish situation was held in abey- 
ance. Constantino deposed. Yenizolos 
had a vision of a larger Greece and per-
